Declares in Favor of Miss MacMillan 
Giving $10,000 Verdict 


week when the Supreme Court of 
Canada decided in favor of Miss Mac¬ 
Millan, awarding her $10,000 damages 
and costs. 

M. M. Porter, K.C. of Calgary, Mr. 
Brownlee’s counsel, has stated that the 
next appeal will be to the Privy Coun¬ 
cil in England. 

Since the case was started, the

The Supreme Court decision was 
4-1. Chief Justice Sir Lyman Duff, 
Justice Renfret," Justice Kerwin and 
Justice -A. B. Hudson, upheld the de¬ 
cision of the Alberta jury.

With no clamoring for the 
limelight they have got results. What 
has this province done ? It has laid on 
more taxes, done an immense amoount 
of talking, experimented with velocity 
dollars at some expense, passed laws 
and then suspended them, defied the 
senior government and the constitution 
with special legislation that has fur- 
them unsettled the people and has 
since proved null and void. 

Amongst the Premier’s alibis are 
“conditions,” sickness and resigna¬ 
tions in the cabinet, blocking tactics 
jof the opposition. These blocking tac¬ 
tics are so much shadow boxing. It is 
true he has been opposed verbally by 
quite a proportion of the province, but 
that opposition has not halted him in 
one step he has undertaken. The op¬ 
position, though not recognized by him 
as worthy of consultation, (holding 
something the position of Orientals 
in B.C.) has nevertheless contributed 
to all taxation and submitted to his 
rulings. In his own province he has 
been supreme, and has exercised that 
supremacy. When he stepped outside 
provincial rights with special legisla¬ 
tion, he encountered the same treat¬ 
ment as would have been dealt to any 
part of the Dominion acting in defiance 
of the constitution. 

The cold fact seems to be that the 
Premier has failed not only in the So¬ 
cial Credit program, but in a common 
business program. He offers no con¬ 
vincing hope for the future. W'hat pos¬ 
sible message of Social Credit value 
can he have for any other province or 
forjuigland ?

Twice as many wells, it is stated, 
have been drilled, than were actually 
necessary to recover the oil produced 
to date. In East Texas, with more 
than 20,000 wells in production, in¬ 
volving a cost of $300,000,000, it has 
been proven that one third that num¬ 
ber of wells would adequately provide 
present and future requirements of 
that field. 

An interesting geological fact is 
that 10 years ago the average drilling 
depth was about 2,300 feet. The na¬ 
tional average today in the United 
States is well over 4,000 feet. Before 
1900, the average cost of drilling a 
veil was about $5,000. Between 1900 
and 1920 the cost averaged $10,000. 
Between 1920 and 1935 it was about 
$25,000, and today the average wet. 
costs $35,000, with the usual expendi¬ 
ture for deep wells ranging between 
and $68,000 per well.

Canada’s Policy in European Affairs 
No Clear Cut Opinion 

An article written by Edgar Brown 
in the National Home Monthly says 
the national voice of Canada is a myth. 
There is no such thing. He suggests 
that our ignorance of our own system 
of government leaves us a prey to any 
inefficiency which may develop and. 
further that there is a lack of know¬ 
ledge, and lack of unified opinion on 
European events which is alarming. 

This, article is so much in line with 
growing feeling, expressed locally and 
elsewhere, that it will repay reading. 

“Shallow talk about democracy, 
British institutions and dreams of iso¬ 
lation,” says Mr. Brown, “are not sub¬ 
stitutes for clear thinking. These catch 
words are treacherous straws. 

“If we wish to maintain democracy 
we must know what it is, and what 
sacrifices we are prepared to make to 
that end. We must be equally realistic 
about "British institutions, making 
sure they are really British and not 
something England discarded a cen¬ 
tury ago. Finally we must compre¬ 
hend that isolation is not a negative 
condition but a positive policy. 

“Referring to these British institu¬ 
tions of which we speak so fondly, I 
believe the system of public adminis¬ 
tration in Britain to be the best in tjie 
world. But the difference between us 
and them is so great as to make one 
pause. Compared to England, Canada 
is so young, so poor in cash, so lacking 
in wealthy ruling class with traditions 
of public service, that it is possible 
that imitation is unwise. There are 
scores of distinguished families in Eng 
land who have ruled the country for 
generations. They fit themselves for 
public service, which can be given 
freely through their wealth and ac¬ 
cumulation of brains. In Canada, nat¬ 
urally we have nothing like that and 
as a result our political, diplomatic and 
business life is the poorer. There is 
nothing for it but to cut our suit ac¬ 
cording to our cloth. Perhaps we can 
evolve a worthy substitute, based not 
on wealth for that is treacherous; nor 
on family for we have not got family, 
but on selective brains chosen on merit 
and paid handsomely according to 
their value to the country. 

Not So Honest 

“Canadian government in all its 
branches, is a long way from being as 
honest and efficient as it should be. 
We ourselves create our politicians 
against whom we rail, and we create 
the conditions which make their work 
difficult. If our government is corrupt 
it is because we are too lazy to choose 
the right men and enforce the neces¬ 
sary supervision. If the brilliant 
young men of Canada refuse to enter 
public life it is because they cannot 
get a decent salary or be assured of a 
permanent job. So we save a few 
thousand on salaries, and let rrfillfons 
slip through our fingers in graft and 
inefficfency. We must solve this in 
our own way if we are to continue sol¬ 
vent and prosperous. 

• Our Relation to Britain 

“There should be healthy discussion 
on our relation to the British Empire. 
In Canada the attitude toward the Em¬ 
pire is too often unthinking patriot¬ 
ism and nothing else. There is a feel¬ 
ing that a high school debate on 
‘Should Canada remain in the Empire’ 
is unpatriotic and dangerous. No atti¬ 
tude could be more dangerous. Such a 
debate magnified one million times 
would do more to put our allegiance to 
the Empire on solid foundation than 
anything else. We would then know 
why we belonged to the Common¬ 
wealth and would have the confidence 
that comes from facing a question. 

What Do We Want? 

“This is a time for soul searching. 
What land of Empire do we want ? 
What contributions should we make, 
and what benefits are we to expect? 
Is it to be a defensive union, an eco¬ 
nomic union, a group of independent 
units all going six ways ? This may be 
made clearer at the-Imperial Confer¬ 
ence in May. It is something we ougnt 
to know. 

Foreign Policies 

“Prime 1 Minister Mackenzie King, 
speaking at Geneva, said what Canada 
did not want, but did not say about 
what it did want. The Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s fellow Canadians are equally 
vague. It is time we had a foreign 
policy and some concerted opinion to 
give sense of direction. The statesmen 
and the press avoid our external rela¬ 
tions as if we lived in a vacuum. But 
we do not. We must either make our 
own policies or they will be made fpr 
us. 

“Most of us do not know yet why 
sanctions failed or what part of Eng 
land paid in the failure. What is im¬ 
portant in last summer’s moves and 
counter mov^s-is that we could have 
been drawn into a war, without realiz¬ 
ing why we were fighting or who we 
were fighting against. 

Spain's Position 

Spain, which was a helpless victim 
of external forces, should be a lesson 
for Canada. Spain had blindness, ig¬

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norance, neutrality, complacency—yet 
she was ground to pieces by interna¬ 
tional philosophies who did not orig¬ 
inate in Spain. -Nor will Canada’s ig¬ 
norance and complacency save her in 
a testing time. We must solve and 
choose voluntarily and coolly, or 
things may be solved forcibly in a way 
we may not like. 

Out- Two Burning Questions 

Before Canada can create a national 
voice, there are obstacles—geographi¬ 
cal, linguistic, racial—which must be 
overcome. At present we speak 'with 
10,000,000 voices. Our two most burn¬ 
ing questions are war and the system 
of government. When the next war 
breaks in Europe, and I am convinced 
it will be soon, it will be war ,to the 
death between Communism and Fas¬ 
cism and in that war, democracy will 
be buried. 

At present the line-up seems to be 
Germany, Austria and Italy against 
France and Russia. 

When the war comes England will 
be faced with tragic decision. Her al¬ 
liances and interests force her to the 
side of France and Russia. But Britain 
is divided almost equally between the 
forces of Communism and Fascism. 
Those of Fascist anti-red tendencies, 
are the aristocracy, the ihurch, finan¬ 
cial interests, most of the press and a 
large part of the upper middle class. 
Almost equally powerful and numer¬ 
ically superior are the Leftist ele¬ 
ments—labor, the unemployed, the 
lower middle class, many .of them in¬ 
tellectuals. When the clash comes, 
British policy will be solved by con¬ 
sideration of national interests and a 
unity inspired by the King, 
r What Will Canada Do? 

Will Canada throw in her lot with 
Britain in any type of war whatsoev¬ 
er? Or will she fight only in a war 
involving Canadian interest. Or will 
she fight only if Canada is invaded? 
At the present time the issue is to be 
decided by plebiscite, or at least by 
Parliament. But there should be pre¬ 
liminary discussion on this matter. A 
last minute decision, influenced by the 
flood of propaganda is likely to be 
wrong. Our public leaders, national 
magazines and press should be argu¬ 
ing the matter now. Then something 
like a national voice might emerge. 

Has democracy had its day ? Many 
thinking people believe so, though not 
venturing a theory oi^any substitute. 
Certainly in Europe, democracy is be¬ 
ing extinguished. There are signs that 
its days in France are numbered, and 
even indications of the same thing in 
England. The Archbishop of York 
made veiled reference to a possible 
lictatorship in a public speech, and his 
statements have been echoed. There is 
no reason why the British people or 
any other would not tolerate a dicta¬ 
torship or anything else. We must be 
realistic about these things. And this 
is another matter which should be 
thoroughly discussed in Canada. 

What of the Jape 

“There is it is true, wild talk of B. 
C. being the Belgium of a war be¬ 
tween Japan and United States, but 
such gossip is wholly inaccurate and 
beclouds the main issue. 

“The Japanse even more than the 
Germans, are consumed with belief in 
their own destiny. The white man so 
long the dominant personality in the 
Orient has lost face and his influence 
is gone. 

“One aspect of this state of affairs 
touches Canada in a sensitive spot. A 
large number of native-born Orientals 
in this country, mainly in B.C. Having 
l>cen bom in Canada, they have no sta¬ 
tus as Japanese or Chinese. Here they 
are compelled to btar the burden of 
taxes, but are deniedlhe right to vote 
and other citizenship privileges. They 
have protested in a gentlemanly way, 
but nothing has been done. But they 
are growing in numbers, uniting under 
wrongs, and the Japanese cult of 
world dominion in beginning to have

Western Program Forecast as Of 
Considerable Magnitude 

Hon. J. G. Gardiner, minister of ag¬ 
riculture at Ottawa, presented before 
the Commons, a more favorable view¬ 
point regarding drought areas of the 
West. He predicted that in ten years 
there would be more people in these 
areas than there are today. 

He urged no general abandonment, 
but an extended reclamation policy. 

It was intimated that large sums of 
money would be made available by the 
federal government for farm rehabili¬ 
tation. The sum while not set is ex¬ 
pected to exceed any amount voted in 
the past. The act, passed two years 
ago, provided for the spending of $1,- 
000,000 a year, but this has not be ex¬ 
pended in total, the limitation on year¬ 
ly expenditure'will be removed. ,The 
program of reclamation might take 25 
years before completion. 

In settling the western plaing^a 
mistake had been made in surveying' 
the country out in squares and placing 
farmers on quarter sections, said Mr. 
Gardiner. The system worked out all 
right in $ome heavy soil districts' but 
it would have been better to have had 
more regard for the geography of the 
country. 

The government’s plans involved re¬ 
settling some farmers around com¬ 
munity pastures, along rivers and 
near waterholes where they would be 
able to make a living and keep their 
stock alive even in times of drought. 

People in the prairie districts had 
attempted to readjust themselves to 
changed conditions. In 1934 the acre¬ 
age in wheat was 1,250,000 acres less 
than in 1921 and 2,500,000 acres les« 
than the peak year of 1932. Because 
these people had been induced to open 
up the prairies because they were urg¬ 
ed to branch out into great production 
efforts during the war, and because 
of the possibilities of turning the prai¬ 
ries into fertile and self-supporting 
production districts, the minister felt 
Canada as a whole had a responsibility 
to assist them. 


results. It is impractical and illegal to 
deport them. We should do voluntar¬ 
ily what we shall have to do in the 
long run—give them the ordinary 
privileges of citizenship and win their 
iillegiaiice and respect by fair dealing. 

Although larger problems of Jap¬ 
anese aspirations are not for Canada, 
there should be a fuller examination 
of the Japanese case, under common 
voice in policy. 

“If we do not develop a national 
voice, we will drift into some deep 
hole and our experiment in nationhood 
will be over.”
